“I think it’s dishonest to say 
we are going to do something 
that we know we cannot do,” he 
said. 

Senator Herbert H. Lehman of 
New York, also on the drafting 
group, and Senators William Ben- 
ton of Connecticut and Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota, have 
predicted adoption not only of a 
stronger racial relations section 
but also a plank calling for a 
change in Senate rules on fili- 
busters. 

They contend that until the 
Senate rewrites its rules there 
will be no chance of getting Con- 
gress to enact civil rights legisla- 
tion!

TEHACHAPI, Calif., July 22 
(AP)—With 25 or more persons 
injured, in addition to 11 dead, 
southern California today began 
counting the financial cost of the 
second strongest earthquake in 
the state’s recorded history. 

This farming community of 
(2000 on the edge of the Mojave 
desert caught the full fury of the 
‘bucking, rumbling upheaval that 
etruck before dawn yesterday. 

Here, as in other stricken areas, 
officials said it was too early to 
put a dollar estimate on damage 
which appears certain to mount 
into millions. 

Scientists calculated that the 
quake, felt from San Francisco 
‘to the Mexican border, centered 
in the rugged Tehachapi moun- 
tains, 10 miles south of Tehach- 
‘api and about 70 miles north of | 
‘Los Angeles, S 

Ten persons, nine of them chil- | % 
dren and seven of them members| 
‘of two families, died in this town | 
‘as the walls came tumbling down. 
'The eleventh was crushed in the 
collapse of a guest house roof at 
a nearby ranch. Twenty-five per- 
sons required hospitalization. 


Rubble Fills Street. 


Virtually every large business 
building here was damaged. The 
main street, deep in _ rubble, 
Jooked like a scene from a bombed 
‘out city. 

The Red Cross reported 31 busi- 
mess houses suffered major dam- 
age, with 25 per cent a total loss. 
Fifteen homes were destroyed, 53 
severely damaged and nearly 100 
had minor damage. 

About 100 persons took shelter 
at a Red Cross station in a city 
park last night, but the relief or- . ee age: 
ganization said there are ample ee 


facilities to care for homeless. :

At the nearby women’s state | 
prison, 417 inmates spent the | 
night in tents on the grounds | 
after officials declared the six 
major buildings unsafe. 

At Arvin, a community of 8000 | 
some 18 miles to the west, damage 
in the business section was almost 
as severe. The town’s main street 
was a mass of wreckage. The 
fronts were knocked out of almost 
all buildings. Water, power and 
pas services were temporarily cut 
off. But despite the destruction, 
no serious injuries were reported. 

Roads in the Tehachapi area 
were buckled and blocked by 
Jandslides but by nightfall all but 
one main road, State Highway 178 
through Walker pass, had been 
cleared. Cave-ins blocked four 
Southern Pacific Railroad tunnels 
which officials said could not be 
cleared for days. 


Minor Damage Elsewhere 

In scores of other communities, 
from the coast to the Nevada bor- 
der, windows cracked, chandeliers 
fell, cornices toppled and high 
tension lines parted in showers of 
sparks. 

In Los Angeles, many areas 
were without power during the 
morning. Water and oil storage 
tanks sprang leaks. There was .a 
fire in a refinery at Bakersfield 
and an explosion in a refinery at 
Long Beach. The most common 
loss reported was crockery. 

Dr. Beno Gutenberg, director 
of the seismological laboratory at 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology in Pasadena, said only the 
disastrous San Francisco earth- 
quake of 1906 exceeded yester- 
day’s in power. The smaller Long 
Beach tremor of 1933 caused more 
damage, however, as it struck in 
a heavily populated area. 

Dr. Gutenberg said calculations 
indicate yesterday's upheavel cen- 
tered along the Garlock fault, an 
offshoot of the 1000-mile-long San 
Andreas fault which runs almost 
the length of the state. Rock on 
the west side of the fault, or a 
crack in the earth’s crust, moved 
suddenly toward San Francisco, 
while that on the other side jolted 
southeast, he said. — 

The southern California area 
continued to rock yesterday from 
smaller aftershocks.

Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced yesterday the award of 
two w jor contracts in _ its 
steppe  .p program to produce 
atomic weapons for the Army and 
Navy as well as bombs for the 
Air Force. 

The .contracts, amounting to 
nearly a billion dollars, were for 
expansion of existing projects at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., and Paducah, 
Ky., and they accounted for near- 
ly one third of the $2,986,894,000 
voted by Congress in its closing 
hours after an urgent plea from 
President Truman for sufficient 
funds to enable the AEC to ful- 
fill its “military requirements.” 

Both contracts were for con- 
struction of additions to gaseous 
diffusion plants, which separate 
uranium-235 from uranium in its 
natural form. One contract, for 
$464,000,000, went to the Maxon 
Construction Co., of Dayton, O., 
for work at Oak Ridge. The other, 
for $459,000,000, went to F. 
McGraw & Co., of Hartford, Conn. 

The contracts were the first an- 
nounced since Congress, respond- 
ing to President Truman’s plea, 
restored a previously cut $898,- 
800,000 to the AEC appropriation 
just before it adjourned July 7. 
Contracts for expansion and new 
construction at the © Hanford, 
Wash., and Savannah River, S.C., 
plants are expected to be let 
shortly.

Illinois Senator Defends Truman’s Course — 
Points Out That to Quit Peninsula Would) 
Be Fatal and Cites Pitfall of All-Out War

This came as the bitter battle for “old baldy” mountain in

A lot of people thought when 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was chosen 
as the G.O.P. presidential candi- 
date that foreign policy, gener- 
ally, would be a ho-hum issue. 
The general generally favors Pres- 
ident Truman’s overseas activi- 
ties, although he objects to spe- 
cific details. 

Senator Douglas, in a speech 
yesterday to the Democratic con- 
vention, stated his position: 

“First, for us to get out of | 
Korea would be fatal. ...On the 
other hand, to go into China 
would bog us down on the Conti- 
nent of Asia in a huge war 
against the hordes of Chinese.... 


G.O.P. Put on Spot. 

This puts the Republicans 
sr.1ck on the spot. 

Now, they will have to: (1) fully 
in’orse the Administration’s con- 
c ct of the Korean campaign, or 

(2) come up with a practical alter- 
na‘ive. 

As Douglas pointed out, the 
wing of the Republican party led 
by Gov. Dewey of New York has 
supported fully the idea of keep- 
ing our military lease on South 
Korea, but not pushing our air- 
wings into China’s industrial 
stomach. 

On the other hand, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s determination to “re- 
solve the war ... for there is no 
substitute for victory”—probably 
by a blockade of China’s coast 
and a calculated air assault—has 
the support of many Republicans, 
particularly followers of Senator 
Taft. 

Defends Truman’s Course. 

Defending President Truman’s 
action in Korea, Douglas said: 

“When on June 27, 1950, the 
North Korean Communists under 
Russian prompting and direction 
invaded South Korea, the Presi- 
dent of the United States had to 
make a fateful decison. He could 
have taken the immediately pop- 
ular course. ... He could Rave 
contented himself with a note of 
protest to the Communists but 
have refrained from sending our 
troops. 

“This is what many of his crit- 
ics are now implying that he 
should have done. An eminent 
leader of the opposing party has 
. for over a year been referring to 
the struggle in Korea as ‘Tru- 
man’s war.’ By this he apparent- 
ly means that either it was Presi- 
dent Truman who got us into the 
war or that he is responsible for 
its continuance... . 

“Two weeks ago this charge 
was often repeated from this very 
platform by numerous Republi- 
cans and apparently it will be 
stressed as an issue this fall.... 

“What would have happened 
had the President done what his 
critics now imply he should have 
done and refrained from sending 
our men to check the Commu- 
nist attack? 

Korea Would Have Fallen. 

“First, make no mistake about 
it, Korea would have fallen in 
two or three days. 

“Second, I invite you to look 
at the map of Asia which is be- 
hind me and see that would have 
happened to Japan. ... 

“Japan would then have been 
placed between the upper and 
lower jaws of Communism and 
could not have continued as a 
free, democratic and non-Com- 
munist country, Sooner or later, 
it would have been forced into the 
Communist orbit and Russia 
would have taken over its 85,- 
000,000 people and its huge in- 
dustrial plant... . 

India too would “have been 
starved into the Communist 
ranks,” Douglas declared, and ad- 
ded: 

“Moreover, once the avalanche 
started in Asia, our Allies in 
western Europe ‘would have lost 
heart and the trimmers and 
doubters would have moved over 
into the Communist camp... . 
It is not a question of Europe 
first or Asia first. Both are 
necessary for each other and for 


us. ee @ 

“The President was therefore 
acting to protect the security of 
the United States as well as of 
the free world when he sent our 
troops to check the Communist 
advance into Korea and when he 
got the United Nations to co- 
operate with us.... . 

No Guarantee of Peace. 

“Tt would of course be wrong to 
say that our policy is an ironclad 
guarantee of peace. Since the de- 
cision whether or not to attack 
will be Russia’s and not ours to 
make, there can be no certainty 
as to what the rulers of the Krem- 
lin -will do. All we can say is 
that our policy of effective resist- 
ance to Communist aggression is 


not only the best but is indeed | tial 


the only hope for peace in the 
world. 
. “Our ublican friends are 
very loud their denunciation 
of the conduct of the Korean war. 
But they are either silent or con- 
tradictory about what they would 
have us do in the future....

Arthur, top commander in the 
Far East at that time and now 
a critic of the Administration’s 
policy, that withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops from South Korea in 
1949 “would be entirely safe.” 

Douglas continued: 

“IT think a review of the facts 


will show that if anyone showed 
a lack of concern for Korea, it 
was the Republican party.

But the record clearly 
shows that it would not have been 
avoided by any foresight of the 
Republican party, in Congress;

WARY DEVER USES 
2 TELEPROMPTERS, 
2 SPARE SCRIPTS 


CHICAGO, July 22 (AP)—Gov. 
Paul A. Dever of Massachusetts, 
the keynoter of the Democratic 
national convention, isn’t a man 
to take chances. 

Other speakers at this conven- 
tion have used a “teleprompter” 
built into the rostrum itself. The 
speech is typed in huge letters on 
a roll, something like the old 
player piano roll, and revolves as 
the talk goes on. 

Dever abandoned the built-in 
teleprompter. Instead, he used 
two large ones out in front, one 
on the right, the other on the 
left. That wasn’t all. Two assist- 
ants sat on the sidelines, each 
with a script of the speech ready 
to rush in if the Selegremapner 
broke down.

Of course, being cousins doesn’t mean much these days because 
Russell, who is also a cousin of Vice President Barkley, was opposed 
to him for the nomination, while both are cousins of Gov. Adlai 


Stevenson of Illinois. 


Forgetting kinship, however, 
and getting down to the qualifi- 
cations that make a good presi- 
dent, it has often been said that 
Russell would be the most likely 
candidate to get the nomiriation 
if he were not born south of the 
Mason-Dixon line. This is prob- 
ably true. 

By this is meant two things: 

1. Russell has been in the fore- 
front of the Southern Democrats 
who have fought against the Tru- 
man civil rights program. 

2. It is an inescapable fact that 
the leaders of the Democratic 
party, in figuring out election 
strategy, have decided that they 
must win the big Northern states 
even at the risk of losing the 
South. Four times Roosevelt car- 
ried enough northern states to 
win, even without the South, and 
the secret of his success was 
swinging big blocs of city voters, 
among which the northern Negro 
is important. 

This is an unpleasant way of 
putting it, but it’s the way Demo- 
cratic strategists have figured it. 
That is why Dick Russell, able 
as he is, popular as he is, has two 
strikes against him as a success- 
ful Democratic candidate.

Russell had stood more in the 
background of the racial question, 
as Senator Sparkman of Alabama, 
Kefauver of Tennessee, or the two 
Senators from Kentucky, there 
still might be a chance for the 
big blocs of Northern voters to 
overlook his record: 

Russell has been the key man 
in the Southern bloc’s battle 
against FEPC, against cloture, and 
against civil rights generally. 

This is due almost entirely to 
one thing—his ability. Since he 
is one of the ablest men in the 
Senate, his Southern colleagues 
rely on him to carry the ball. He, 
in turn, has become their spokes- 
man and chief strategist in form- 
ing the G.O.P.-Southern coalition 
a really dominates the Sen- 
ate. 

The public may not realize it,

a coalition of which the spokes- 
men are Russell and Taft. When 
these two, representing the Re- 
publicans and the Southern Dem- 
ocrats, decide on a program, that 
program is adopted. 

At Chicago, for instance, some 
observers were surprised to see 
the Republicans, meeting under 
the picture of Abraham Lincoln, 
adopt a civil rights plank in the 
G.O.P. platform closer to the 
Southern states’ rights position 
than that of President Truman. 
Actually there was no reason for 
surprise, for Taft and other 
G.O.P. Senators have had the 
votes at any time they wanted 
them to put across a cloture rule 
to end Senate filibusters against 
civil rights. 

But there has been a long- 
standing arrangement on this be- 
tween Russell and the Republi-’ 
cans.

OTHER MEASURES — This 
smooth teamwork has operated on 
various other measures. At about 
the same time, the Republicans 
wanted to defeat an Administra- 
tion plan to run a Government 
power line from the federal dam 
at Anaconda, Mont., in competi- 
tion with Montana Power and 
Light. 

So Senator Russell worked out 
a deal with Senator Ecton of Mon- 
tana and other Republicans to 
vote with them on the power line 
if they would vote with him on 
cloture. This was what happened.

which didn’t want competition, 
was benefited on the G.O.P. side, 
while the Truman civil rights pro- 
gram was blocked on the South- 
ern side. 


When you get away from racial 
problems, however, Russell is far 
more liberal than his Georgia col- 
league, Senator George; has sup- 
ported President Truman on for- 
eign policy, and has been a tower 
of strength in putting across the 
arms program. 


Patronage, however, is another 
matter. There the Senator from 
Georgia is a law unto himself. He 
considers the State of Georgia his 
own bailiwick as far as federal 
appointments are concerned, and 
although he lets his colleague, 
George, in on part of the gravy, 
he is high-handed in dealing with 
President Truman, 

Though the President has pro- 
moted Russell’s own brother to

First, there is the transforma- 
tion of the candidate himself. 
Harriman did not desire to run, 
preferring to support Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois. He was 
originally offered the New York 
delegation because Paul Fitz- 
patrick and the other New York 
leaders had nowhere else to store 
their delegates. He had been a 
great official, but he was a rank 
amateur in practical politics. He 
had the handicap of his wealth. 
He was only barely able to make 
a coherent speech. 


Yet in a few months, without 
anyone as yet noticing it very 
much, Harriman has transformed 
both himself and his candidacy by 
sheer courage and grim deter- 
mination. 

The politicians here still under- 
rate Harriman because they have 
not seen him in action, but he has 
always had a way of learning by 
doing, and he has now learned to 
be a curiously effective cam- 
paigner. 

Sincerity, Strong Emotion. 

On the stump, he still stumbles, 
but he has acquired a knack of 
conveying passionate sincerity and 
strong emotion which very few 
other politicians have. 

President Truman is credited 
with saying “You can’t make a 
barefoot boy out of Averell,” but 
the sincerity and emotion Harri- 
man achieves can still be singu- 
larly effective. His people here 
have a recording of a speech he 
made in Colorado, which they 
play to doubters. Even the re- 
cordiing was good -enough to 
change the view of Senator Hu- 
bert Humphrey, no mean plat- 
form speaker and a not insignifi- 
cant personage at this convention, 
that Harriman would never catch 
the popular imagination in an 
electoral campaign.

odd in itself in the rather tired 
Democratic party. 

The older liberal Democrats are 
still hoping for Stevenson, but 
Harriman has attracted to him- 
self an extraordinarily high pro- 
portion, if not of the ripe wisdom, 
at least of the genuine faith and 
idealism in his party. 

Whether you agree with the 
views prevalent in Harriman 
headquarters, it is a rather cheer- 
ing place to be, if only as proof 
that idealism still flourishes in 
odd corners of our political life, 
and that there are some people 
left who are not aging cynics or 
hopeful payrollers. 

Believes in New, Fair Deal. 


Perhaps this is because Harri- 
man, the richest man in public 
life, seems to be about the last 
Democrat who really believes in 
the New and Fair Deals. 

Then too, there is great in- 
terest, again whether you approve 
of it or not, in the underlying 
Harriman strategy. This strategy 
is based upon a simple computa- 
tion. A check of the elections 
from 1932 onward shows that 
the whole Southern electoral vote 
could have gone to the Republi- 
cans every time except 1948, and 
the Democratic party would still 
have won every time by majori- 
ties ranging from 133 electoral 
votes in 1936 to 39 electoral votes 
in 1944, 

Furthermore, if the Wallace 
Progressives had not drawn votes

A Big First Day 

Opening day at the Democratic national con- 
vention, which had promised to be a quiet, time- 
killing affair, produced three notable develop- 
ments. These were: 

1. The post-midnight battle over the party 
loyalty test rule with its strident warnings 
and denunciations. 

2. The withdrawal of Vice President Bark- 
ley as a candidate for the presidential nomi- 
nation. 

3. The growth of the movement to draft 
Gov. Stevenson of Illinois as the choice 
for the White House. 

For some two hours the Democrats turned the 
clock back just two weeks. They fought each 
other hard over the Moody amendment to write 
a moral commitment by the delegates against a 
Dixiecrat effort this year. 

After introduction of the amendment by Mich- 
igan’s appointed Democratic Senator, the burden 
of the battle lay on those opposed to it. A long 
list of Southern delegates and officials, including 
Senators Holland of Florida, Robertson of Vir- 
ginia, Stennis of Mississippi, 83-year-old ex-Sena- 
tor Morrison of North Carolina and Gov. Tal- 
madge of Georgia, demonstrated that it is easy 
to forget a newly learned lesson.

One after another they repeated before the 
radio and TV audiences—that is, before that 
much of the national audience which had not 
already gone to bed—portions of the Republican 
ruckus over the G.O.P.’s “fair play” amendment. 


These delegates from the South talked about 
being read out of the party. They sounded 
alarms about defeat in November. They said 
the Moody-Humphrey-Williams-F. D, Roosevelt 
Jr. group was creating division when unity was 
demanded. They appealed for a substitute read 
by North Carolina Delegate Jonathan Daniels. 

They did not even get a roll call. Gov. Dever 
of Massachusetts, the temporary chairman, de- 
clared the Moody amendment adopted on a voice 
vote that sounded fairly close. 

To the neutral observer it all appeared unnec- 
essary. The idea of some sort of pledge against 
misuse of the party machinery to deny the Dem- 
ocratic nominee a place on the ballot was rea- 
sonable enough. But the watered-down rule fi- 
nally adopted offers such doubtful assurances 
to this end that the question arises whether it 
was worth such a strenuous battle by either side. 

There was no walkout, but there was opposi- 
tion galore when the roll call was denied. Wheth- 
er too much damage was done remains to be 
seen.

The withdrawal of Vice President Barkley was 
the first break in the lineup of avowed candi- 
dates and it brought no little regret because he 
was pressured out of the race by certain groups 
in organized labor. The genial Veep was bitter 
on this score and he used the occasion to read 
the country a short tune on the dangers of pres- 
sure group power. 

Mr. Barkley’s retirement from the field added 
impetus to the drive for Adlai E. Stevenson, 
which already was moving ahead rapidly. 

Much to his credit, the Illinois executive kept 
his place to that of welcoming Governor. As 
soon as he finished speaking he left the rostrum 
and the cheers that were meant for him fell on 
an empty speaker’s stand. It was an observance 
of proprieties for his guests and the candidates 
which only increased good will for the widely- 
admired host. 
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Politics in Transit 

The Mayor’s transit committee still has a 
way to go to determine whether public transit 
ownership would be good for St. Louis, but 
the committee has already reached one con- 
clusion. This is that political management of 
transportation is bad management. 

Committee members decided this point by 
studying the Detroit system, where busses and 
streetcars are operated as a city department, 
and the Cleveland and Toronto systems, which 
are managed by independent authorities. But 
the same conclusion could easily be reached by 
looking at a number of other cities. 

In San Francisco, New York, and almost 
every major city where transit is under the 
mayor’s direct control, the systems are losing 
money and the taxpayers are making up the 
difference. Fares are held down because to in- 
crease them would be dangerous politically. 
The inevitable deficits are supported by city 
revenues. 

By contrast, in Cleveland, or Chicago, where 
transit is operated by non-partisan authorities, 
the systems have to pay their way. They have 
no recourse to the city treasury. Deficits are 
possible, of course, but when they do occur, 
fares must be raised. Thus those who use the 
transit systems pay for them. 

The difference is not just in the amount of 
politics in the management, but in the know- 
ledge that losses can or cannot be passed on 
to the taxpayers. And when a transit manage- 
ment knows it must pay its way, it has a 
stronger incentive for operating efficiently. 
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Vive la France! 

There has been hardly a line in the papers 
to say that the French Assembly wound up its 
business in time for the deputies to begin their 
vacations with the celebration of Bastille Day, 
July 14. Maybe this was because the adjourn- 
ment of Congress and the opening of the con- 
vention season took up most of the space; and 
maybe it was because nobody bothers much 
about political news from France unless there 
is a crisis. 

There has been no cabinet resignation in 
Paris since February, and there will be none 
until October at the earliest. This stability is 
in sharp contrast with last year when it seemed 
that parliamentary government had come close 
to the end of its line. 

Credit goes primarily to Antoine Pinay, the 
“unknown” little business man who became 
premier four and a half months ago. He held 
a government together where more impressive 
political figures failed repeatedly. He also 
eased the financial crisis, and France is able 
to meet her international obligations. Prices, 
still high, no longer go up every day. 

But the DeGaulle faction also was involved— 
in a backhanded way. When Pinay took office, 
this group and the Communists commanded 220 
votes in the Assembly, making it impossible 
for any government to get the necessary ma- 
jority of 314 votes without the support of the 
abstaining Socialists. Thanks to the defection 
of Gaullist deputies, these two extremist parties 
no longer are an absolutely paralyzing influence. 
The middle-of-the-roaders can carry on in more 
normal fashion, 

But there are still plenty of sources of trouble. 
Financial stability has been achieved not by an 
increase in exports, but by sharp cuts in im- 
ports and by a government loan which has 
only a partial antidote for | 
Many vital projects also 
because of deep budget slashes, 
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factory and permanent solutions may be hard 
to find. But sufficient unto the day: a govern- 
ment which was expected to fall in days or 
weeks has survived for months. Vive la France! 
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Facing Two Ways on Trade 

President Truman has thrown the spotlight 
on a problem of growing seriousness by asking 
his Public Advisory Board for Mutual Security 
to study and report on the nation’s foreign 
trade policies. He cited “an increasing body of 
restrictive laws” on trade that may be working 
at cross purposes with the objectives of the 
mutual security program. 

To put it in the simplest terms, the United 
States has invested a great deal of money and 
effort in a campaign for expanded free world 
trade ahd for curtailment of trade with the So- 
viet bloc; yet at the same time we have begun to 
clamp restrictions of our own on imports which 
narrow the market‘for forelgn products and 
deny our allies a means of earning dollars with 
which to buy our exports. 

The “cheese” amendment to the Defense Pro- 
duction Act adopted a year ago was a good ex- 
ample. This amendment imposed quantitative re- 
strictions on the amount of cheese imported 
from abroad. It not only contradicted all our 
own arguments for freer trade, but directly vio- 
lated the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade which our Government signed and strenu- 
ously persuaded others to sign. 

Fortunately Congress 
amendment this year sufficiently to permit some 
relaxation of the import bans. But the principle 
remains on the statute books, and so long as it 
does the other signatories of the general tariff 
pact have the legal right to retaliate with re- 
strictions on American exports. That tit-for-tat 
process, if it ever gets started, could lead to a 
renewal of the trade wars of the early thirties, 
and seriously weaken the Western world. 

Mr. Truman’s advisory board can study and 
report, but the final decisions will be made by 
Congress and the next Administration, It is im- 
portant, therefore, that this whole problem 
should be frankly and fully discussed during 
the campaign. 

The Republican platform takes a cautious and 
on the whole a negative stand, placing more 
emphasis on protection against “unfair import 
competition” than upon the need for vigorous 
and expanding international trade. Where will 
the Democratic platform stand? Where the presi- 
dential candidates, and where the candidates for 
Senate and House? 


We hope the campaign will develop clear an-- 


swers. The present situation, in which the Execu- 
tive branch works for fewer trade restrictions 
while Congress periodically increases them, is 
unfair to our allies and to ourselves. 
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Deadline on Rent Controls 

The Government’s warning that communities 
must act soon if they wish to retain rent con- 
trols has rubbed the real estate lobby the wrong 
way, a not unexpected development. Rent ceil- 
ings represent the sorest of sore spots to the 
real estate group, and now that it sees a chance 
to eliminate the pain it wants no interference 
from Washington. 

The Government’s warning was delivered by 
Rent Stabilizer Tighe Woods, and it was most 
timely. Federal residential rent controls will 
remain in force only until Sept. 30 unless the 
legislative bodies of local communities adopt a 
finding that a substantial housing shortage still 
exists. In that case, controls would be continued 
through next April 30. 

This puts the burden on local legislative 
bodies, in St. Louis the Board of Aldermen. 
If the Aldermen fail before Sept. 30 to make 
a formal finding that housing accommodations 
are still in substantially short supply, the ceil- 
ings that have protected hundreds of tenants 
from gouges will simply fade away. Is that 
what the real estate lobby wants to accomplish. 
and is that why it shows its temper when the 
Government points to the calendar? 
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The Forgotten People 

Remember the Navajos? Two years ago the 
nation heard distressing reports of hunger and 
misery in the Navajo country. Congress author- 
ized a 10-year plan for them to cost $88,500,000. 
It was to be a kind of Point IV for the first 
Americans. 

This awakening to distress now seems as brief 
as it was sudden. Though authorizing much, 
Congress has steadily whacked away at actual 
funds for the rugged Navajo reservation: 

Of 24,000 Navajo children of school age, 
only 9000 are in school. The Window Rock 
reservation agency wanted $7,925,000 for edu- 
cation, mostly to convert day schools to board- 
ing schools so children could attend in that 
barren country. This item was eliminated from 
the budget. 

There are at least 2000 unarrested tubercu- 
losis cases among the 66,000 Navajos. The only 
hospital for them, at Fort Defiance, Ariz., has 
room for 100 cases. The 1952-53 budget included 
$1,395,000 for adequate hospital and health 
facilities. This item was eliminated. 

So it went. In the first year of the “author- 
ized” program, the Navajo reservation got eight 
millions, but only six millions in the second 
year and less than three millions this year. 
Congress has stripped the 10-year program as 
bleak as the Navajo country. 

Remember the Navajos? 
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Plutarch’s Life of Truman

The Mirror

Democratic convention offers both open race among presidential 
hopefuls and wide divergence of opinion, says newspaper supporting 
Eisenhower; it takes a strong candidate to redefine party policy; 
but if party pitks its best man, the nation cannot lose in November.

The Democratic National Convention will 
be, for the first time in 20 years, a wide- 
open one. 

Even when they are under the political 
domination of a single powerful figure the 
Democrats are noted for the vehemence of 
their intra-party scraps. Now that they 
are not so dominated the struggle at the 
convention is all the more likely to be 
sharp, loud and rough. 

Four or five major candidates and at 
least a dozen minor or favorite-son can- 
didates make up the 
field. They are al- 
most as wide apart 
in their political phi- 
losophies as the geo- 
graphical areas from 
which they come, 

For instance, if 
the views of Averell 
Harriman on domes- 
tic policy look any- 
thing like those of, 
let us say, Senator 
Russell, the resem- 
blance is hardly more 
than coincidental, 

On questions of 
foreign policy it is 
the Republicans who have typically battled 
among themselves, but the Democrats, too, 
reveal serious disagreements on certain 
cardinal aspects of foreign affairs. 
approach of Senator Russell on this prob- 
lem is quite different from that which 
might be expected from Gov. Stevenson 
or, for that matter, Senator Kefauver. 

No longer is the Democratic party unit-

- ed on foreign policy, if it ever was, and it 


never was united on domestic policy. The 
Republicans are, of course, in the same 
boat, and the intensity of the Eisenhower- 
Taft campaign only served to accentuate 
the fact. 

This is one of the most important char- 
acteristics of the American political sys- 
tem. Each of the two parties contains an 
enormous diversity of opinion, ranging 
from the liberal left to the extreme right. 


If Senator McCarthy and Senator Jenner 
are Republicans, so is Senator Morse. If 
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Senator McCarran and Gov. Talmadge are 
Democrats, so is Senator Humphrey. 

The virtue of this clumsy, haphazard, 
disorganized system is that the contending 
factions more or less knock off each oth- 
er’s rougher edges within the party itself. 
Agreement on a party platform and on a 
presidential nominee has to be reached, 
and since it has to be reached the extreme 
is usually discarded and the moderate ac- 
cepted. 

What we have at election time Is a con- 
test between two large and amorphous 
groups, differing perhaps in general ap- 
proach but each broadly representative of 
the people as a whole. The leavening-out 
process within the parties is a mark not of 
weakness but of political strength and 
maturity. 

Without it we would have either two 
sharply defined parties based on class— 
the haves and the have-nots—which would 
inevitably lead to bitter and destructive 
political warfare; or we would have a 
multitude of splinter parties, each rep- 
resentative of a narrow or selfish interest. 


The American system does not mean 
that, when all is said and done, the two 
parties end up by standing for nothing at 
all. Historically, they usually have rep- 
resented different concepts; but the really 
significant differences are almost inevi- 
tably redefined every four years by the 
character and personality of the man who 
is selected to lead the party. 

The influence of the individual who be- 
comes presidential nominee is all-impor- 
tant. He must set the tone, and if he re- 
fuses to take this responsibility he is a 
failure before he starts. 

The Republicans have made the strong- 
est choice they could possibly have made; 
now it is up to the Democrats to pick a 
man worthy not only of their opponent 
but of the best traditions of the Democrat- 
ic party. If wisdom prevails at Chicago 
this week extremism will be ruled out 
and so will political chicanery. 

Here is a case where political morality 
and political expediency can unite on the 
selection of a man of experience, ability 
and integrity. Then, no matter who wins 
in November, the nation will not suffer.

The Will to Survive 


JOURNEY WITH STRANGERS, by R. C. Hutchinson, 

(Rinehart & Co., 43! pgs., $4.) 

Although this book is fiction it reads 
almost like fact and there can be no doubt 
but that it is a tremendously. realistic 
story of an aristocratic Polish family’s 
struggle to survive during the Nazi and 
Soviet occupations. Chief protagonists are 
the Kolbecks, a patriotic clan in which, 
for generations, the men have been fire- 
eating army officers and the women have 
been snobs. The story is unfolded through 
the reminiscences of Stephanie Kolbeck, 
a former upper class servant who had 

married into the fam- 
ily but had never 
been accepted as a 
member until catas- 
trophe struck its 
hardest blows. 

The author, an 
Englishman and Ox- 
ford graduate, has 
several novels to his 
credit (outstanding 
is “Elephant and

For while Mr. Hutchinson has won praise 
for his genius in creating characters, sev- 
eral of the characters in this novel are 
so delineated and their experiences so 
compelling that they seem more than the 
work of a facile pen. 

The reader lives with them through the 
rigors of the German domination, the bes- 
tiality of the Soviet occupation, the horror 
of the journey into Siberian exile and the 
blessing of liberation in the Middle East 
for some who survived. It is an ugly story: 
the terror of the Russian inquisitions, be- 
trayals by supposed friends, starvation, 
filth, the bleakness in which days and 
nights blend. The cruel journey to Siberia 
in boxcars reaches a climax in the birth 
of Stephanie’s Conrad. And this is sur- 
passed weeks later by the death of Con- 
rad unattended in a cell next to Stephanie’s 
cell. She hears him dying but is unable to 
break through the pla and wire that 
separate them. 

There is nothing that smacks of a ro- 
mantic best-seller in this book. It is a 
somber book dealing with redemption 
through communal suffering. As Stephanie 
says at the end, safe in the British refugee 
camp, “The comfort I experienced may 
have come partly from feeling myself so 
much at one with the patient, shabby com- 
pany in which I journeyed , . . but if Vic- 
tor (her husband) had not been, restored 
to me for the last weeks of his life I do 
not think I should have fully realized what 
those fellow-travellers seemed to make 
plain to me: that the human claim to a 
portion of divinity rests safely on the ca- 
pacity of men to suffer, on the genius by 
which they transcend their suffering.”

Abe Greene, Commissioner of 
the N.B.A., has written Wallach 
that his organization would cer- 
tainly sanction a Akins-Salas 
bout as for the championship 
of the world but Abe pointed 
out that a clause in the con- 
tract for the Salas-Jimmy Carter 
contest in which Salas out- 
pointed Carter for the crown, 
prevents Salas boxing Akins be- 
fore Carter again. 

Bob Christenberry, chairman 
of the New York Commission, 
wrote Wallach that upon receipt 
of the forfeit money he would 
pursue the matter further. Up 
to date nothing has happened. 

Meanwhile Wallach, desper- 
ate for bouts for his man, has 
decided to invade the welter- 
weight field and Akins takes on 
Johnny Saxton in the Chicago 
Stadium, July 30 in a 10-round 
bout which will be telecast 
nationally. 

The Akins-Saxton contest will 
inaugurate a new series of tele- 
vision boxing which was sus- 
pended this week because of 
the Democratic national con- 
vention at Chicago. 

A publicity release states that 
the fans will thus be given a 
chance to “look in on another 
kind of contest—the one taking 
place in Chicago all week.” 

Saxton is undefeated in 36 
starts and he has been on tele- 
vision here several times, giv- 
ing spectators a chance to see 
that he is a very sturdy battler 
indeed. 

Akins will be giving away 
considerable weight for the 
match. The terms call for a 
limit of 146 pounds, give or 
take a pound, which means that 
Saxton may weigh 147 pounds.

HELSINKI, July 22 (UP)—USS.

gold medals. 

Sim Iness of Los Angeles 
finally won the discus with a 
new Olympic mark of 55.03 
meters (180 feet, 6.6 inches), but 
he also set records on his two 
previous tries. Mal Whitfield of 
Columbus, O., won the _ 800- 
meter dash for the second straight 
Olympiad and equalled his 1948 
record of 1 minute, 49.2 seconds. 
Then Bob Richards of Laverne, 
Calif. gave the United States‘ 
its third gold medal of the day— 
and its eighth of the current 
games—by winning the pole vault 
with a record leap of 455 centi- 
meters (14 feet, 10.16 inches). 

But Americans did not monopo- 
lize the record-breaking. Mar- 
jorie Jackson of Australia won 
the women’s 100-meter dash and 
tied both the Olympic and world’s 
records of 11.5 seconds twice, 
once in the semi-finals and again 
in the final. Herbert Schade of 
Germany set a new 5000-meter 
mark of 14 minutes, 15.4 seconds. 

Don Laz of Champaign, Hl., fin- 
ished second in the pole vault 
and also broke the record. Before 
Richards’s winning leap, Laz went 
14 feet, 9.12 inches. The old mark 
was 14 feet, 34% inches set by 
Earl Meadows of the United 
States in 1948,

4. The Fitzgerald city fathers 
have agreed to keep things under 
control. 

After the club let fans get out 
of hand in a roaring demonstra- 
tion against the umpires in Fri- 
day night’s game, it was fined 
$200 and put on probation by the 
league president, Bill Estroff of 
Soperton. 

Apparently feeling they were 
on their way out anyway, the 
Fitzgerald players performed 
sourly against Statesboro in Sat- 
urday night’s game and were 
trailing, 13-0, in the eighth—and 
taking a raucous riding from a 


large delegation of visiting Elks 
from Statesboro. 

At this point, Ridgeway de- 
cided to play it for laughs and 
take the “Put in the bat boy!” 
cries at face value. So he called 
in 12-year-old Joe Louis as a 
pinch hitter. The five-foot, 90- 
pounder grounded out but han- 
dled two chances, including one 
very hard one, in, center field in 
the ninth as the visitors won, 13-0. 

As soon as Estroff heard of 
this he dismissed Kubik and sus- 
pended Ridgeway. He then sum- 
moned the league directors and 
the municipal officials into spe- 
cial session here.

Hilaly Renamed Premier of Egypt, | 


Proclaims State 


of Emergeney 


Maraghi Bey Returns as Minister of Interior 
in New Cabinet — Fifth Govern- 
ment in Six Months. 


ALEXANDRIA, July 22 (AP)— 
Premier Naguib Hilaly named his 
new government—Egypt’s fifth in 
six months—today and promptly 
proclaimed a state of emergéncy 
throughout the nation. 

Most of his new cabinet had 
served in Hilaly’s government 
which resigned July 2° after four 
troubled months in office. Dynam- 
ic, young Ahmed Mortada el 
Maraghi Bey was back in the key 
post of Minister of Interior. 

Hilaly, an independent, took 
over the premiership again yes- 
terday at the request of King 
Farouk I. He succeeded Hussein 
Sirry, another independent. No 
reason for the latter’s resigna- 
tion has been announced. 

Sirry, himself, had assumed the 


top post when Hilaly’s cabinet 
toppled 20 days ago after failing 


to force the British out of the 


Suez Canal Zone and the neigh- 


boring Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 
Political circles suggested that 

the reappointment of Hilaly would 

mean a continuation of the poli- 


cies followed by his former gov- 
ernment, On first assuming power 
March 1, Hilaly pledged to purge 
the government of corruption, 
drive British troops from the Suez 
Canal Zone and unify Egypt and 
the neighboring Sudan under the 
Egyptian crown, 


Farouk’s sovereignty over the 
Sudan was proclaimed last fall 
by Parliament, then under con- 
trol of the intensely nationalist 
Wafdist party. At the same time, 
Egypt canceled its 1936 defense 
treaty with Britain under which 
British troops were stationed in 
the canal zone. 


The British unofficially have 
agreed to evacuate the canal zone 
but persistently have refused to 
recognize King Farouk’s claim: to 
the Sudan unless the Sudanese 
agree. 

The run of government crises 
started when the monarch threw 
out the Wafdist government of 
Mustapha el Nahas Pasha after 
the disastrous fire riots in Cairo 


last Jan. 26.

E Americans have a store of stock jokes—mothers-in-law, . 
henpecked husbands, absent-minded professors, etc., 


which never seem to get stale. But we don’t consider 
them a serious reflection of ourselves or our society. 

However, one of these jokes has taken hold abroad as a 
genuine American characteristic. Many Europeans actually 
believe that most American husbands are brow-beaten by their 
wives and that we have a sort of matriarchy here. I received 
a letter from a man named Klaus, who has come to this country 
to live. He wants to settle here and marry, but he says he 
just couldn’t adjust to being bossed by his wife. 

“It isn’t that way in the old country,” he writes, “and I 
don’t believe I could play second fiddle in my own home. 
That’s not the way I was brought up.” 

- 


IT WOULD BE EASY to assure Klaus he is wrong, but 
let’s look into what some studies of this very problem have 
brought to light. 

The fact is, Klaus, we do have some over-aggressive 
women, so masculinized, so neurotic, that they couldn’t live 
with any man on terms of equality. You'll find them in almost 
every country. But no man has to marry such a female; few 
will, if they make a normal and sensible effort to know their 
women before they become too involved. 

We learn from the thousands of women who have helped 
in studies of family life that the average one doesn’t want to 
boss her husband. She wants to be treated as an equal. She 
has small respect for a husband who has no ideas of his own, 
no fire in him, and whom she can wrap around her finger. One 
survey of marriage showed wives to be boss in 28 per cent of 
the cases studied, with happiness rated at only about half that 
accompanying real 50-50 partnerships. 
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TOO MUCH SUBMISSIVENESS is not to be listed among 
the real faults of American husbands; who have plenty, never- 
theless. Sociologist Joseph K. Folsom of Vassar College, in 
his textbook on the family, ignores submissiveness and hands 
down four principal indictments against our husbands: 

1. Too much preoccupation with business and neglect of 
comradeship with their wives. 

2. Too little psychological intimacy, too little appreciation 
of wives as mature persons and not merely females. 

3. Too much tendency to treat wives as children; but he 
indicates that wives have this same fault in their attitude 
toward their men. 

4. Too much—or the wrong kind—of domination of sons 
by their mothers, tolerated by husbands. 

So, Klaus, if you get tangled up with an aggressive, bossy 
woman and let her snare you into marriage, don’t say you 
weren't warned. What sort of a wife do you want? Whatever 
you desire, such women are here in America literally by the 
thousands. It’s up to you to attract and then prove yourself 
to one who is right for you. When you get her, make your 
marriage a 50-50 affair—that’s the real American way.

Margarine Is 
Big Boon for 
The Thrifty 


By Edith M. Barber 


ULY has been a Red Letter 

Month for the residents of 

New York State. On the first 
day, it became legal to sell yel- 
low margarine in that state. Sev- 
eral good brands that have not 
been distributed previously in 
this section became available in 
the markets. 

This means that buyers can be- 
gin to discriminate among mar- 
garines. It is interesting to com- 
pare the products. There is a 
noticeable difference in odor, 
flayor and in some other re- 
spects. One spreads and creams 
easily even when it is taken di- 
rectly out of the refrigerator. 
There is also a difference in 
“spattering” or “spluttering” 
when margarine is used for fry- 
ing. Many of the margarines are 
sold in attractively wrapped sticks 
of a quarter-pound each, four to 
the pound, of course, and can be 
cut easily and neatly for table 
use. This is very difficult when 
it is necessary to work the color 
into the margarine. 


Although the uncolored mar- 
garine produces just as satisfac- 
tory results as does colored mar- 
garine when we use it in cook- 
ing, many of us feel a physcholog- 
ical advantage in regard to color. 
And cream sauces do have a 
richer shade. All of us who 
worked hard for fair legislation 
are happy that colored margarine 
is available. Since the repeal of 
the’ Federal restrictions on the 
manufacture and sale of yellow 
margarine, two years ago, eight 
states have followed suit. Only 
seven state will still retain the 
law. 

In the interest of economy, 
margarine has innumerable every- 
day uses. We feel less extrava- 
gant, also, when we use it for a 
rich sauce such as Hollandaise in 
which it is satisfactory, as well 
as in everyday recipes. 

Foolproof Hollandaise. 


One-half cup butter or mar- 
garine, two egg yolks, slightly 
beaten, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, dash of cayenne. 

Divide butter or margarine in 
two portions and put one piece 
in small saucepan with slightly 
beaten egg yolks and lemon juice. 
Hold saucepan over a larger pan 
containing hot—but not boiling— 
water and stir constantly until the 
butter or margarine is melted. 
Add remaining butter or mar- 
garine and stir until sauce thick- 
ens. Remove from heat and season 
with cayenne. Serve at once. Serve 
with poached or steamed fish, as- 
paragus, broccoli, cauliflower or 
artichokes. Yield: about one-half 
cup sauce. Note: never let the 
water reach the boiling point. 
The sauce should not curdle if 
thest directions are followed. If 
the sauce should curdle, beat in 
a tablespoon of heavy cream, drop 
by drop. 


Fix It Yourself

EOPLE usually realize they 
P are the owners of badly 

warped outside doors some- 
time in January or February 
when the weather isn’t quite the 
kind you want when straighten- 
ing out a warped door. 

The reason cold weather isn’t 
good for this job is because the 
door has to be removed and this 
can create some uncomfortable 
drafts about the house. If you 
haven’t checked your doors, do it 
now to see if any are warped. 

Assuming that you find a 
warped door, take it down and 
find some flat surface about the 
house where the-~ door can be 
placed and remain for a week or 
maybe two. Be sure that the 
floor on which the door rests is 
really flat and even, because if it 
isn’t you'll trade one warp for 
another. 

With the daor down flat, place 
some heavy weights on each of 
the four corners. Concrete blocks 
are excellent for this purpose, 
but be sure to put a piece of card- 
board or wood between the block 
and the door so that the rough 
surface of the block will not mar 
the finish or the door. 

If all goes well in time the door 
will straighten out. Before it has 
a chance to warp again, paint all 
exposed edges with aluminum 
paint and install a third hinuge 
between the top and bottom one. 
This helps to keep the door 
straight.

How It Started

To “Embroil.” 


OES the idea of ‘embroil- 
ing’ someone in difficulties 
have anything to do with 
‘broil,’ as in broiling meat?” one 
of our readers asks. The answer 
involves some interesting data 
which unfortunately requires of 
the reader the patience to put up 
with etymological detail, 

To “embroil” comes directly 
from the French “embrouiller,” 
which is a combination of the 
prefix plus word which is in con- 
stant use in French today— 
“brouiller,” meaning to confuse. 
They use it to express being 
thrown into confusion of any kind, 
to be confounded or embarrassed; 
but hovering in the word’s back- 
ground is the idea of disagree- 
ment or strife. And this is the 
word behind our “embroil,” 
which has been in English for 
centuries as John Dryden em- 
ployed it in the allusion to “The 
royal house embroiled in the 
Civil war.” Finally, “embroil” 
has nothing to do with “broil” as 
in broiling steaks! 

“Broil seems to have come by 
the route of the Old English 
“Broilen,” from the Old French 
“bruillir,” which produced the 
verb meaning to burn or char, in 
modern French “bruler.” The 
young housewife may be com- 
forted to know that to “broil” is 
thus literally to “burn.”

10-Year-Old and Time

HE 17-year-old can usually tell time by the clock. But if 

asked to define the word “time” he can generally do no 

better than to reply, “Time to be ready for school,” or 
“Time to get up.” 

The 10-year-old, naturally, can do better than this, but 
even at 10 a child’s definition of time is not as a rule much 
better than “something that the clock tells,” or “the time it 
is on your watch.” 

Ten’s definition of “time” may still be crudely concrete, 
and his mastery of time so far as planning his spare time or 
getting to places on time may leave much to be desired. Nev- 
ertheless, his observations as to how other people manage 
about time may be surprisingly acute.

ONE OF OUR 10-year-old friends recently answered our 
question, “Can you tell me what the word ‘time’ means?” with 
the following informative reply: 

“Time? Well, time—if people had as much time as they 
did money they’d be real happy. Because Mummy is always 
worrying about the time, if she’ll have time to get dressed. 
And Betty’s always worrying if she'll be on time for dancing, 
and I’m always worrying if I'll be on time for school. Bill is 
always getting up late in the morning, and he’s always worry- 
ing if he’ll be late for school, too. And Daddy’s just as quiet as 
anything. Even if he was about three hours late he’ll still 
watk around the house as quiet as anything. He’s not jittery 
like I would be.

HERE is a conviction, more 
T or less widely shared by serv- 

ice men of all wars, that army 
chow would seem a little less 
dreary if Mom and the mess ser- 
geant could trade places. But as 
the sergeant seems destined to 
Stay put by the kitchen stove, a 
group of St. Louis women are 
doing the next best thing by in- 
viting the boys to sample Mom’s 
home cooking on their days away 
from camp. 


Planned by Miss Charlotte An- 
dress, general secretary of the 
Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, as an addition to the Y’s 
already-crowded U.S.O. calendar, 
the project is being carried out 
by the St. Louis Council of 
Church Women. Each Saturday 
evening, a group of church mem- 
bers arrive at the Y.W.C.A., 1411 
Locust street, set a bountiful table 
with homemade pies, puddings or 
cakes, hams, hot dogs or spaghet- 
ti, and ring the dinner bell. 


When the project first started 
in mid-April, 80 uniformed men 
and women showed up. Last Sat- 
urday night there were nearly 400. 

In one corner of the room you 
may see a group playing pinochle 
or bridge or working on a jig-saw 
puzzle. In another there may be 
checkers or just plain conversa- 
tion. At the piano there may be 
group singing or on the ballroom 
floor dancers jitterbugging to the 
strains of a juke box or orchestra. 

But the piece de resistance will 
be the home cooking. 

“Food,” said Miss Andress, 
‘always puts the folks in a bet- 
ter humor.” 

The meals are served buffet 
style from 6 o’clock on, with some 
of: the guests going back for sec- 
onds until the- table is bare late 
in the evening. With no way of 
knowing how many will show up, 
the hostesses have to depend on 
their intuition. One night they 
had to send out for cold cuts to 
augment the depleted food sup- 
ply. Another night they had two 
hams left over. 

Usually, the menu consists of 
a main dish—hot or cold, de- 
pending on the weather—a salad, 
drink and dessert. Potato salad 
is one of the favorites in that 
department (one group provided 
25 bowls for one meal). Milk is 
by far the most popular beverage 
and the desserts which seem to 
disappear fastest are cake—choc- 
olate—and pie—any kind. 

Most of the food is prepared 
before it is brought into the Y.W. 
kitchen. Some churches buy near- 
ly everything for the menu while 
others ask individual members to 
prepare certain dishes. The pies, 
cakes and cookies always are 
homemade. One group brought its 
new electric roaster to the sup- 
per and used it for the first time 
in warming the food for the table. 

Under direction of Mrs. Floyd 
Lee, president of the Council of 
Church Women; Mrs. Virginia 
Cock, executive secretary, and 
Mrs. T. M. Elliott, heading the 
U.S.O. work, each denomination 
in the Council is asked to take 
over a certain number of Satur- 
days and the individual churches 
within the denomination are as- 
signed to specific dates. Denomi- 
nations which already have con- 
tributed or expect to do so this 
summer or fall include the Con- 
gregational, Evangelical and Re- 
formed, Presbyterian, Disciples of 
Christ, Methodist, United Luther- 
an and Augustana Synod Luther- 
an, Unitarian, Methodist, Baptist 
and Episcopalian. 

“There was no question about 
our taking it over when Miss An- 
dress suggested the project to the 
Council,” said Mrs. Lee. “I think 
the women, as well as the service 
personnel, get a great deal out 
of it. 

“Many of the women who have

It will have been noted that 
the only fitting suit in the com- 
bined hands was not even men- 
tioned by either partner—a fact 
which cost this North-South’s 
team dearly when at the other 
table the opposing North-South 
bid and made six clubs. 

The two-heart opening used by 
North was not the “strong two” 
of our American style, but an 
intermediate call of the English 
“Acol System,” demanding one 
response but not irremediably 
forcing to game. Nonetheless, 
South’s negative two-no-trump re- 
sponse looks highly questionable. 
It is true that neither of South’s 
five-card suits was particularly 
powerful, but the alternative to 
not showing one or both of these 
suits was, it seems to this writer, 
even less inviting. Witness that 
the fact that, having “repressed” 
his real suits, South felt con- 
strained to show his ace over 
North’s heart rebid, thus forcing 
a higher contract than would 
have been necessary if South had 
revealed his distribution. 

Another questionable feature 
was North’s overemphasis on his 
heart suit, to the complete ex- 
clusion of this clubs. Presumably, 
in the system being used, North 
had to jump his rebid or risk 
a pass on South’s part, but surely 
North then could have mentioned 
a over South’s four-spade cue

As a matter of fact, the six- 
club contract played at the other 
table had to be handled with 
great care by the declarer, when 
West opened the diamond king 
and continued diamonds after 
South passed a heart trick to him, 
but the other South produced the 
winning technique.

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The Dean Speaks Up 


In Defense of the French 
By Adele Starbird 


N THE United States, 56 per 
| cent of the people belong to 

churches or religious organi- 
zations; in France 80 per cent 
belong. 

One wonders 
where Gen. 
E isenhower 
got his _ fig- 
ures when he 
said the other 

day that 
France was 50 
per cent athe- 
istic. I think 
I know where 
he got them— 
out of a vague 
boyhood prej- Dean Starbird. 
udice. 

Not for a minute do I think 
that the general, for whom I 
have a vast admiration, intend- 
ed to be malicious or inac- 
curate. He was simply voicing 
something that lay deep at the 
back of his mind, something 
that has always dominated the 
thinking of Herbert Hoover, 
something that has been dis- 
astrous for France. It is the 


notion that the French are a ™ 


light, frivolous, and immoral 
people. That stereotype is so 
implanted in’ the American 
mind that it is difficult to 
eradicate, even when all experi- 
ence and statistics prove the 
contrary. 
* * * 

GEN. EISENHOWER must 
know better. He must know 
that in the last 38 years over 
3,000,000 Frenchmen have died 
in battle for France, a coun- 
try whose average population 
during those years was barely 
41,000,000. He has seen the de- 
voted family life, the hard- 
working peasants, the industrial 
workers who are producing 
more today than they ever pro- 
duced in the peak years be- 
fore the war. 

On Sept. 29, last year at 
Heartbreak Ridge in Korea, the 
First Battalion of the Twenty- 
third Regiment (American) and 
a French battalion together 


stormed the center peak of the 
ridge. As reported in Collier’s, 
“The First was stopped in its 
tracks and the French suffered 
heavily. But six French sol- 
diers crawled up the sheer 


dee —snnrthern slope of the mountain 


and spread a square of red 
cloth on the summit to indi- 
cate to Allied airmen that the 
ground was ours. Then they 
were killed by the Reds.” 

Col. James Y. Adams, com- 
manding the Twenty-third, said 
when the battle was over, 
“There have never been Amer- 
ican troops who have fought 
harder. The French were won- 
derful, too. Once they start, 
nothing can stop them.” 

Men like that don’t come 
from a decadent nation. 
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FAR FROM BEING frivo- 
lous, the French are intensely 
serious. The fact that they 
bear trouble with a certain 
gayety, that they never go sog- 
gy with self-pity, should not 
be held against them—on the 
contrary. It is a sign of en- 
durance, not of superficiality. 

As for immorality, they are 
no better and no worse than 
the rest of us. If I read the 
newspapers correctly, it is not 
unheard of for the Anglo-Saxon 
to covet his neighbor's wife. 
Illegitimacy is higher in the 
Scandinavian countries than in 
the Latin countries. I’m told 
that the dives in New York 
and San Francisco, Berlin and 
New Orleans are quite the 
equal of anything in Paris. 

As to that, I do not know, 
having always suffered a cer- 
tain apathy in regard to vice 
that prevented my joining any 
exploratory parties in the cities 
named—perhaps because I had 
seen enough at first hand to 
find it dreadfully dull and de- 
pressing. 

However, since “human na- 
ture is very prevalent,” I am 
inclined to believe those who 
say that big cities are much 
the same all over the world.

OME buttons have been made 

from ivory in elephant tusks, 

but such buttons are rare. For 
more common are buttons made 
from “vegetable ivory.” 

In parts of Latin America, 
especially in Central America, 
ivory palms grow. These produce 
fruits almost the size of basket- 
balls. Inside the fruits are hard 
seeds about the size of hen’s eggs. 
These seeds have been given the 
name of ivory nuts. Ivory nuts 
provide vegetable ivory for but- 
tons.

IN NORTHERN AFRICA there 
are palms which produce dum 
nuts. These also give us vege- 
table ivory which can be turned 
into buttons or umbrella han- 
dles. 


The horns and bones of animals 
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tains casein, and this has wide 
use in making buttons.
